He is trying to, of course, and pretending he never said 
what he did say. He did say it and it says non-fiction. 

Were it fiction he might have a legit claim that criticism await the showing. But he 
can't claim to bo making history into a movie and then at the same time demand that his 
monkeying with truth and history be immune. 

If I did not say it in what 1 sent you, I warned Stone 2/11/91 tliat u arrisonSs was 
a false, a knowingly dishonest book, but tliat did not lead him to base his concocting of 
his account of out history on any other book and ^arrs' is an atrocity, very hurtful in 
its absurdities and wrongnesses. Stone * 3 basis, whatever else he says, i3 these two. 

With ip. 35-40 lailiion he paid big-name stars well to do bit parts so he could t *ade on 
their reputations and he has done tliis repeatedly. i\n& he desfirives the nuts with whom he 
is dealing as respected critics. Some of whom boast of never having read a book! In even 
his sets he restores them to "history." For fiction?0r to make fiction?
